were some 150 miles distant. 
Admiral 
Togo 
iipmedlately 
dis­ 
patched a squ adron of scou ts, which 
kept in tou ch with the enemy, and in­ 
formed him at five-minu te intervals of 
the cou rse, speed, position and loca­ 
tion of the Ru ssians, with su ch accu ­ 
racy that Admiral Togo was able to 
forecast with absolu te precision the 
actions of the enemy. 
It was throu gh wireless commu ni­ 
cation alone that It w*as possible for 
the Japanese commander to maneu ver 
an(f to place his fleet to enable him 
to strike the enemy 
most advan- 
tageou ^y.

most efficient wireless ou tfits, bu t they 
failed to Interfere with the messages.

The Brotherhood of Railway Train­ 
men will reject the railroads’ offer of 
an increase of two cents an hour In- 
m u of kn eight hour work day for 
stvitchmon. says a Chicago dispatch 
of the 29 th. 
This verdict was rendered by offi­ 
cials of that organization today, and 
simultaneously a vote on the same 
offer was being taken by the members 
of the brotherhood’s rival order, the 
Switchmen's Union of America. 
Officers pf the last named organiza­ 
tion, with headquarters in Chicago, 
ordered a vote to be taken on the en- 
Ire system of the Chicago, Burling- 
on and Quincy and Chicago, Milwau­ 
kee and St. Paul roads to ascertain 
whether the men favor the two cents 
an hour offer as a substitute for a 
demand for It cents increase and 
eight hours w'ork a day. Unless the 
union can show by the poll of the 
roads* switchmen that a majority in 
each case are members of the organi­ 
zation. it is said the companies will 
refuse to continue negotiations with 
its officers. 
Chairmen of grievance committees 
from the switchmen’s union on every 
road affected by the demands are un­ 
der secret orders to meet in Chicago 
to make rei>orts and receive instriic 
lions. Committeemen arrived in the 
city from all parts of the country to 
day.
